The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.
Roll Call:

The minutee of the previous meeting were resd, and Councilmen Johnson
moved that they be approved as read, The motion, duly seconded, carried by the
following votes

The Council greeted a group of students from the government class at
PEASE SCBOOL,

MISS LOUISE CRAWFORD, and seven other citizens appeared before the Coun-
¢il asking for a bridge on Houston Street; that it was impassable in wet weather,
The Director of Public Works stated this year's budget included cutting a channel
through and building & culvert when these property owners signed certain easementf.
It was stated that this work would begin as soon as the easements were signed, ang
that these easements were being prepared now., It was brought out in the dis-
cussion that bus service might be discontimed due to the impassable condition
of this street, MRS, RUSS DENSON, also in this group, stated that concrete tiles
placed in this area around Houston Street by the County, had been talten out by thﬁ
City and she would like to have them replaced to help the drainsge on Jim Hogg
Street, She also reguested that JIM HOGG be opened from Houston to North Loop
sometime in the future., These requests were referred to the Department of Public
Works to consider, The group was assured that the culvert would be worked out
for them just as soon as all easenments were signed, :
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MR, NICK EOENSBY appeared before the Council inviting the Council and
City Menager to be the guests of the North Austin Civic Club'e Annusl Banguet
Friday evening, January 13, 1950, The husbands and wives are included in this
invitation alse. The Meyor accepted the invitation and extended the appreciation
of the Council to Mr, Hornsby for the invitation.

MR. J. K. LYLES from the Traffic Meter Advertising Company, appesared
before the Council stating they hadbeen asked by the Polio National Committee
to place "Fight Polio", "Save & Child" signs on the parking meters on Congress
Avenue, He stated the cleering house of the four banks 4is going to finance the
cost of these signs and the Traffic Meter Advertising Company will supervise the
instaliation of the signs snd furnish the material to the Polio people at cost.
These are to be installed for two weeks., MR, LYLES was asking for the approval
of the Council to place these signs on the parking meters on Congress Avemnue-—
possibly from 10th to Lth Streets, md include them from Colorado to Brazos on
7th Street rather than on Congress Avenue only from 10th to 1st Streets. He
stated they carried a $20,000 liability policy that would be in effect on this
particular assignment. Councilman Drake moved that permission be granted to placs
these signs on the parking meters for e perleod of two weeke from January 15th to
Janusry 31, 1950, The motion, seconded by Councilmen Johnson, carried by the
following vote!

The City Mensger presented the matter of amendments to the Building Code
He stated much informetion had been gathered from other cities, and there was
nothing uniform or consistent about their charges, and that he was submitting
an ordinence which had been drawn up which provided something simple and easy
to administer. He stated an Inspection DPivision had been set up, and this con-
solidation of inspection services will be self-sustaining under the fees charged,
He stated the inspection reports will also be filed in the Tax Department,

The Mayor then introduced the following ordinance:

ISSUANCE OF FERMITS AND COLLECTION OF FERS THERE-
FOR; DECLARING AW ESTABLISHING FIRE DISTRICTS;
FROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF;
AND REPEALING ALL ORDINANCES AND PARTS OF OR-
DINANCES IN CONFLICT HEREWICHY, PASSED BY THE
CITY COUNCIL APRIL 30, 1931, AND RECORDED IN
BOOK "I, PAGES 387-536, INCLUSIVE, OF THE OR-
DINANCE RECORDS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, BY AMEND-
ING SECTION 203 IN PART 1, CHAPTER 2, S0 AS TO
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PROVIDE FOR A SCHEDULE OF FEFES TO BE CHARGED
AND COLLECTED FOR BUILDING PERMITS; AND DECLAR-
ING AN EMERGENCY,

The ordinence was read the first time, and Councilman Johnson moved
that it be pessed to its second reading, The motion, seconded by Councilman
Drake, carried by the following vote:

The City Manager presented the matter of making certain charges for
spplications for zoning changes., He stated there was no uniformity between cities
on fees charged for zoning changes, He recommended that the Council consider a
$10.00 filing fee where one lot was involved, and that tlere be an additional
$2.00 charge for each additional lot in a single epplication by one applicant
with a maximom fee of $25,00, The City Mansger stated this would cover the adverd
tisinﬁ and a part of the clerical work. Councilman MacCorkle moved that the
City “anager instruct the City Attorney to draw up &n ordinsnce covering this
recommendation on fees to be charged for zoning applications and have it prepared
for the next meeting of the Council., The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson,
carried by the following votet

The Mayor suggested a study of the building code to see if fire rates
could be cut down. The City Mansger stated the building code could be amended to
provide only fireproof construction in Fire Zone 1, and that some extensions be
mede in Fire Zones 1 and 2. He stated he would have maps to the Council for
gstudy. The Mayor suggested appointing & group of citizens to study this Code,
The City Manager stated that the Bullding Inspectors Association had been working
on 2 tuilding code, for approximately seven years, and that this code would dve
available in March or A:pril: and although not all parts of this code would apply,
it would be:something to work on., Councilman MacCorkle stated the National
Iumvermen's Association had compiled information on tuilding codes. In the discu
sion it was brought out that MR, WALTER SCALES would be excellent to serve as an
Advisor to this proposed committee., The City Manager stated that some building
codes have been so strict th# it would run the costs of buildings up, and that ow
building code, although it needs modernizing, had been reasonable. He stated
the Council could consider. the two changes in the code, however, with reference
to fire~proof construction in Fire Zone 1, and extension of Fire Zone 2, and that
this smendment waes necessary now, znd that this was something the Committee wounld
not have to work on. He stated a survey of shingle roofs could be made of each
block, and it might be a eredit would be given there, Councilman MacCorkle
moved that the City Manager instruct the City Attorney to draw up an ordinance
covering these changes suggested and present it at the rext meeting. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote:

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Councilman Johnson moved that a seven-man committee including represen-
tatives from the insurance field with experience in fire rates; representatives
from the construction and material industries; representetives from the property
owvners; and the Building Inspector and Fire Marshall as ex~officio members, dbe
appointed to make this study of the Building Code revision. The motion, seconded
by Councilmen Drake, carried by the following vote!

The City Mensger submitted a report on a meeting held with the wrecker
companies regerding regulatim of wreckers, He stated there were 14 operators
present, Some had teken off their two-way radios and were not intercepting police

up some regulation restricting wrecker service to one company, It would cost the
City about 340,000 & year to go into the wrecker system. *he City Manager

stated the suggestion of setting up a system in the Police Department where the
wrecker calls would come through that department, and no wrecker go on short-wave
interception., The Police Officer would ask the owner, if possible, which wrecker
to call, and the officer would radic this back toc the desk and the wrecker be
called from the police desk, If the owner is not in a position to say, the call
would be in rotation from the list on file. Probably only six or seven companies
would be interested in placing thelr names on the list filed at the Police Desk,
The City Mansger staled this plan suited most of the wrecker people and also the
Police Department. He sald this plan could be written up and sent to the interesfed
parties and put in ordinance form, It would be voluntary as far as the list of
operators wae concerned, Copies of the officer's report would be filed to avoid
charges that an officer favored some particular company. Theordinance would make
it unlawful for a wrecker to be at the scene of an accident unless it had authori}y
from the owner of the car or through the rotation method from the Police Pesk,
Emergencies where people would be pinned in & car and wreckere called in by
outsiders, would he recognized; but the plan in genersl would take care of from
80 to 90% of the ceses, The City Maneger steted he had promised to send the
wrecker companies a complete set of the rules and regnlations and the forms that
would be used to enforce the ordinance. Councilman MacCorkle moved that the
City Menager instruct the City Attorney to prepare an ordinance covering this
plan and have it ready for the next meeting, The motion, seconded by Councilman
Johnson, carried by the followlng vote:

1, THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumerated be grented to said J. M.
Odom, the boundery of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street working Space

. Beginning st & point on the north curd line of West 9th Street
approximately 68 feet west of the west right-of-wey line of Congress
Avenue; thence in a southerly direction and at right angles Yo the
centerline of West Oth Street 12 feet; thence in a westerly direction
and parsllel to the centerline of West 9th Street approximately 70 feet
to a point; thence in a nertherly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of West Oth Street to the nsrth curdb line of sald streetb;
thence in an easterly direction to the point of beginning.

2. 'THAT the above privilezes and slletment of space are granted $o the said
J. M. Odom, hereinafter termed "Oontractor”, upon the following express terms and
conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall construct & guard rall within the boundary
line along the north, east, south and west lines of the above described space,
such guerd reil to be st least It feet high and substantially braced and anchored.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space a
substential gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and at
all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at this
gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate 1s not to
open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrien traffie.

(2). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working space
shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(1). That "No Parking" signe shall be placed on the street side of the bar-
ricades,

(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office
within such allotted working space provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the construction of such barricades.
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(7). That provisions shell be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter and the Contractor will he responsible for any damage done due to
obstruction of any such storm water,

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of sny walkwﬁy.
barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and provide
lighting system for all tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose mater—
ials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street lmmedlately after the nec~
essity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such time to be
determined by the City Manager, end in any event 211 such sidewalk, barricades,
materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not later than May
1, 1950.

{(10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of add~
itional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not be
exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or sll of sald space any time with its
public utilitles, or for other necessary publie purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or pudlic or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for seid building projects whether done by the Contractor,
City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repasired at the Contrac~
torts expense,

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond in
the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or dasmages to sny person or J
property that mey accrue to or be brought by any person by reagon of the exercis
or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public proper-
ty and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and
ghall further gusrantee the construction of a walkway snd other safeguards doring
the occupancy of the space.

That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed or
injured as a result of eny of the activities necessary for the completion of the
constyruction work for said building projects whether done by the Contractor,
City forces, or pubdblic utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tor's expense.,

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thonsand follars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify,
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person or
property that may ascruerto or be brought by eny person by reason of the exercise
or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the Uity of Austin and shell
gusrantes the replacement of all sidewslks, pavement and all other public proper-
ty end public utilities disturbed or removed during the constructlon work and
shall further gusrantes the construction or a wallkway and other safeguards during
the occupancy of the space. '
